BBlack Says Reserve Board 
Advised Action — New 
Treasury Price Reduces 
Dollar to 60 Pct. of Stat- 
utory Value.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—A new 
overnment gold price reduced the 

follar to just 60 per cent of its legal 

value today as legislation to permit 
the President to flex its gold content 


within a 50 to 60 per cent level be- 
gan its*journey through Congress. 

The Treasury offered to pay, un- 
til further notice, $34.45 an ounce 
for newly mined domestic gold, a 
quotation 39 cents higher than that 
offered by the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration yesterday for the twenty- 
first time. 

Morgenthau said this price for 
in ounce of gold made the dollar 
worth only 60 cents as -ompared 
with the statutory gold price of 
$20.67 an ounce. The same end 
would be achieved by reducing the 
collar’s present 23.22-grain gold 
content 40 per cent to 13.93 grains. 

Activity in Congress. 

Secretary Morgenthau put before 
the Senate Banking Committee an 
explanation of President Roose- 
velt’s plan for impounding all out- 
standing monetary gold and al- 
lowing flexible dollar revaluation. 
In his pocket the Treasury Secre- 
tary carried data on plans for a 
£2.000,000,000 stabilization fund to 
guide the nation’s currency.

Senate Republicans at: a party 
conference decided today to insist 
on “adequate” hearings on the mon- 
etary program, Only 20 of the 35 
Republican Senators and only two 
of the nine independents attended, 
and they took no stand on the gold 
dollar devaluation proposal itself.

Committee took up the presidential 
money bill. Many persons on Cap-

“We Want More Blue Chips.” 

“We'll run our own show,” was 
Morgenthau’s reply to questions on 
prospects for any immediate inter- 
national stabilization. But the 
Treasury Secretary added, when 
asked about the stabilization fund, 
an instrument long employed by 
England: ' 

“We want as many blue chips as 
they have. We figured we might 
need $2,000,000,000. It is about the 
same as England’s equalization 
fund.” 

Treasury experts meanwhile fig-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— What 
practical good does a volcanologist 
do? 

“On March 2, 1933, at 7:10 a. m., 
there was an earthquake in the 
Tuscarora deep east of Japan so 
violent that the seismograph ob- 
server in Kilauea (Hawaii) notified 
harbormasters that a tidal wave 
might be expected in the afternoon, 
predicting its arrival in Hilo at 
3:30 p. m. The larger wave came 
at 3:36 and though,it was destruc- 
tive in character, no lives were lost 
and merchandise on wharves was 
cared for.” 

After hearing that statement by 
W. C. Mendenhall, Director of the 
Geological Survey, the House Ap- 
propriations Committee voted to al- 
low, without reduction, the $6030 he 
requested for volcanologic surveys 
durigg the next fiscal year. 


PRICE OF GOLD JUMPS 
ON THE LONDON MARKET 


Closes at $5.11 to Pound, Compared 
With Overnight Quotation of 
i $5.1444. 

LONDON.}NJan. 16.—Repercussions 
of President Roosevelt’s gold pro 
gram had an immediate effect on 
the price of gold today. The price 
jumped per ounce to 131 shillings 
and 9 pence. Of £820,000 (currently. 
about $4,206,600) of the metal avail- 
able on the open mark-*, the bulk 
was reported to have bewn taken by 
American interests. 

The dollar closed at $5.11 to the 
pound, compared with the over- 
night quotation of $5.14%4. 

The dollar on the Paris market 
opened at 1555 francs (6.43 cents to 
the franc) and closed at 15.66 
francs (6.38 cents to the franc). 
The dollar closed there yesterday 
at 15.8 francs (6.36 cents). 

At*Berlin the dollar sola at 2.575 
marks (38.83 cents to the mark). 
Yesterday’s figure was 2.65 marks 
(37.81 cents).

They came right out and said it 
at Mayor Dickmann’s hearing, on 
local: liquor control proposals, at 
City Hall last night. Much of the 
talking was done by saloon keepers, 
or those who hope to enter that 
business when the Board of Alder- 


men has passed, and the Mayor 
has signed, the ordinance now un- 


der discussion. 

Two or three times, in the two 
and one-half hours of speaking, 
the word “tavern” made a timid 
appearance. But those who spoke 
the language best understood in the 
gathering of nearly 500 persons 
said “saloon,” and they said it with 
no apologies. Some of them dis- 
coursed on whet a fine man the 
oldtime saloonkeeper really was, 
and every such utterance got a hig 


hand. 


They followed this, in ‘several 
cases, by outlining a program 
wholly from the standpoint of the 
saloonkeeper’s interest. Some 
were more certain than others 
that the saloon keeper should obey 
the new State’law as to Sunday and 
midnight closing, but they urged 
this only as a matter of protec- 
tion to the license holder, and a 
safeguard against revival of pro- 
hibition sentiment. Most of them 
urged the city’s license fee be low— 
few were willing to go above $300. 
This is additional to the State’s $300 
license. fee. 

One Consumer Gets the Floor. 

Representatives of men’s and 
women’s repeal organizations were 
also among the _ speakers. The 
| word “temperance” was heard from 
‘them, and their advice was present- 
ed as in the public interest. 

The consumer got the floor oniy 
once. He was a recent consumer, 
and before he was able to get his 
case stated, the Mayor interrupted 
with a gracious invitation to “come 
and see me at my office anu talk 
all this over.”

cense establishments for sale of 
liquor by the drink, requiring that 
such places be closed on Sundays

The Mayor anticipated that the 
city ordinance would provide for a 
city Excise Commissioner, to issue 
saloon licenses and revoke them 
for cause. “The Excise ;Commis- 
sioner,” he promised, “will bé an 
outstanding citizen, and a man you 
will be able to talk ;to.” ‘ 
Questions the city must deter- 
mine, he said, are whether licenses 
for sale by the drink shall be {fs- 
sued; if so, whether there shall be 
one license, permitting sale of all 
liquors, or two licenses, one for 5 
per cent beer and another fo: hard 
liquor.

Gives Hotel Men’s Views. 


Carl Roessler, representing the 
Hotel Men’s Association, advocated 
a singld license, saying that the 
holder of a low-priced beer license 
would be tempted to “cheat” and 
sell hard liquor. He said the saloon 
keeper should pay a license fee uot 
higher than $600 a year, and the 
package retailer $450. The package 
vender should pay nearly as much 
as the saloon keeper, Roessler ar- 
gued, because the package vender 
has a business already established; 
and will do little additional renting 
‘of buildings or hiring of help, while 
the retailer by the drink will rent 
a building and hire new help. He

Appraisers are conducting an in- 
vestigation of properties handled by 
the real estate firm. Their findings 
will be incorporated, Abeken aid, 
in a final auditors’ report to be 
submitted at an early meeting of 
the creditors. 

Further examination, he con- 
tinued, will deal largely with a 
scrutiny of book values, particu- 
larly on listed equities, “In order to 
discover all of the assets of the 
company to give creditors as much 
protection as possible.” 

An assignment will be made “of 
everything” to the creditors’ com- 
mittee, Abeken said. The commit- 
tee has invited bendholders, repre- 
senting secured creditors, to meet. 
tonight at Held’s Hall, 3773B South 
Broadway, and consider the prelim- 
inary report. The bondholders aid- 
ed in financing the erection of the 
firm’s building at 3318 Meramec 
street. 

Dr. Rudolph S. Vitt, former 
Coroner and president of the Chip- 
pewa Trust Co., who was one of 
the signers of a letter calling the 
original creditors meeting, disclosed 
j}today that collateral consisting of 
equities in first deeds of trust, 
posted by the real estate firm to 
obtain a loan of about $20,000 from 
the trust company, was purchased 
by the bank last week at private 
sale for the amount of the loan. 
'He was of the opinion its market 
value is in excess of the loan and 
added that any. surplus would be 
placed at the disposal of other 
creditors. 

Statement by Tombridge. 

1 After the creditors’ meeting, when 
a committee of three was named to 
represent about 70 unsecured cred- 
itors, Tombridge gave a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter his version of how 
his business failed, asserting he did 
not propose to “shirk responsibility” 
and would “turn everything over to 
creditors.” His sister, Miss Cecelia 
Tombridge, secretary of the firm, 
amplified his account. . 

While ascribing the primary 
cause of the firm’s collapse to what 
he d- was a $46,000 shortage in 
1923, "caused by a former employe, 
he conceded the immediate cause 
was an attempt to “make a small 
income stretch” by putting receipts 
in a genera] ‘und, paying,out from 
the fund as far agit would go. 

“We were trying to také money 
from Peter to pay Paul,” Tom- 
bridge observed, disclosing his 
agency has been unable to meet 
obligations in full since 1923.

» CHICAGO, Jan. 16.—Over the ob- 
jection of the defense, the operating 
table on which the State charged 
Rheta Gardner Wynekoop was mur- 
dered by her mother-in-law, Dr. 
Alice ‘Lindsay. Wynekoop, was 


wheeled into court today and en- 
tered as evidence in the physician’s 
trial. 

Crowds jammed the corridors 
about the court again today, delay- 
ing the resumption of the case aft- 
er the noon recess. They delayed 
Judge Joseph B. David in getting 
into his chambers. Defense Attor- 
ney W. W. Smith also was delayed 
but entered by a side door. Wit- 
nesses had to fight their way to 
enter their waiting room. 

“You can’t come in here,” a voice 


said w judge David's court- 
soon ma 199. odi Fapirgp-the 
door. 


“The hell I ean’t; I’m the Judge,” 
came the retort, and so the Judge 
was admitted. 

State Objects in VaiA. 

The introduction ‘of the operat- 
ing table came during the question- 
ing of Arthur R. March, police of- 
ficer in ¢gharge of one of the squads 
sent to the Wynekoop home after 
the killing had been discovered. 

“We object to the admission of 
that table as evidence, said Attor- 
ney Smith. 

“On what grounds?” asked Judge 
David. “On the grounds that it_has 
been mutilated and is not in the 
same condition as when it was 
taken from Dr. *Wynekoop’s office,” 
said Smith. 

“Objection overruled,” said the 
Judge. 

Bailiffs wheeled the operating 
table into court, placing it in front 
of the witness stand, about 10 feet 
from where the 62-year-old defend- 
ant was seated. She showed no 
sign of emotion. 

“Was this the table upon which 
you found the body of Rheta 
Wynekoop?” asked Prosecutor 
Charles S. Dougherty. 

Defense objections 
ruled. : 

“Yes, it was,” answered March. 
-In quick succession the blanket 
which had been carefully tucked 
around” Rheta’s body, the sheet 
which was under the blanket and 
the clothes worn by Rheta were 
introduced as evidence. March 
identified each article as it was 
placed on exhibition. 

A iarge piece of leather had been 
cut from the upholstering of the 
operating table. The policeman 
testified that there had been blood. 
on the section which had been re- 
moved. ,

STANDARD OtL 
IN TROUBLE OVER 
BABE RUTH PRIZE 


Government Says Chil- 
dren’s Premium Contest’ 
Is Unfair Practice and

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—A chil- 
dren’s premium contest conducted 
by Babe Ruth brought court action 
by the Oi] Administration today | 
against the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey and subsidiaries for alleged 
violation of the oil code. 

The Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Colunfbia ordered the oil 
company to show cause why an in- 
junction should not be issued to 
restrain it from the alleged viola- 


tion. 
The action was taken on petition | 


of attorneys acting both for Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes as Oil Ad- 
ministrator and for Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings. 

It was the first case charging 
violation of the oil code filed against 
a major company. 

Hearing on the order was set for 
Jan. 30, 

The complaint said the Standard 
of New Jersey and its subsidiaries 
had. required boys and giris who 
wished to enter the contest to drive 
into one of their stations in an au- 
tomobile driven by parents or guar- 
dians. 

Coupons were given the children 
to be distributed to friends, rela- 
tives and neighbors who were to 
present them one at a time to 
Standard stations and _ dealers. 
Those with the greatest number of 
coupons to his or her credit were 
to receive prizes, the complaint 
charged. | 

The publication and distribution 
of a paper entitled “Babe Ruth’s 
Newspaper” for the advertisement 
of the contest was cited, as well as 
that the Standard was offering 
baseball equipment as prizes and 
“free trips” to boys and girls cred- 
ited with 50 coupons turned in be- 
fore Feb. 7, 1934, who were to select 
“the best allstar world’s series 
baseball team.” ‘ 

It was further charged that the

was doing business had published 
advertisements stating “that Babe 
Ruth, a well-known baseball play- 
er, would tell over the radio how he 
is offering 3950 prizes.” 

The company in a statement in 
New York said the Boys’ 
Club program was “a project in 
which prizes are offered, not as 
prize concessions or in any way in 
connection with sales, but in pur- 
suance of a legitimate advertising 


“It should be clearly understood, 
as emphasized in the radio an- 
nouncement, that participation in 
the contest involves no obligation 
whatever to make any <urchases 
from the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey or its affiliates,” said the 
company. *

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HOUSING PROGRAM 
TIED UP BY RULING 
OF COMPTROLLER 


McCarl Bars Use of Funds 
On Theory That Setting 
Up of Federal Agency Is 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Comp- 
troller-General McCarl has ruled 
that the Government’s action in set- 
ting up an Emergency Housing 
Corporation was unconstitutional, 
and as a result the corporation’s: 
activities have been brought to a 
standstill. 

The Comptroller’s ruling, made 
to Secretary of Interior Ickes, has 
tied up a fund of $100,001,000 alo 
cated to the corporation by the Pub- 
lick Works Administration for s:um 
clearance projects and | low-cost 


housing throughout the country. 

Ickes is president of the housing 
corporation, as well as Secretary of 
Interior. 

McCar!l held that the question in- 
volved was a constitutional one and 
that the framers of the Constitution 
never contemplated the setting up 
of such a corporation. 

The issue arose when Ickes in- 
quired from McCarl as to whether 
the corporation could make _  ex- 
penditures of small amounts to ob- 
tain options on land where slum 
clearance and housing projects were 
contemplated. McCarl ruled this 
could not be done, and, as a result 
of further discussion, his more 
lengthy ruling followed. 

Ickes said today he expected to 
discuss the question with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt with a View to see- 
ing if the situation could not be 
circumvented by executive order. 

He added that to make sure the 
Government’s program for housing 
and slum clearance would not be 
impaired, he was having prepared 
a bill under which Congress might 
authorize the establishment and 
work of the Housing Corporation. 

“We can’t move a hand until the 
Comptroller-General discovers he 
can’t control the housing program,’ 
Ickes told reporters. -“We cannot 
take an option, we cannot buy a lot, 
we cannot enter into any obliga- 
tion.” 

He said he considered the opinion 
to be “in direct violation” of the 
President’s recent executive order 
permitting emergency expenditures. 

“We are just ~ time,” 
Ickes continued. “He holds, for 
instance, that the title to every lot 
purchased by cH corporation must 
be examined by/the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office. As an example of this 
we might have 300 parcels of land 
in one city alone. We have been 
negotiating with him (McCarl) for 


Ickes said the Comptroller's rul-

The witness could not remember 
Sacks’ first name or initials. Sub- 
sequently, acting on information 
from other sources, Chairman 
Black announced that he was sum- 
moning William Sacks, former St. 
Louis banker and” Republican poli- 
tician, to appear before the come 
mittee. 

Robertson testified that he re 
fused to deal with Sacks. Subse- 
quently, he said, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Walter Brown, in telling why 
Robertson’s company had failed to 
get the air mail contract, remarked 
that Robertson had “treated Sacks 
very coldly.” Robertson declared 
that the award of the contract to 
a competitor forced his own com- 
pany out of business, and cost the 
Government $340,000. :

‘The ¢ase pro- 
ceeded with testimony as to real 
estate values.

Black Advised Gold Action. 


Gov. Eugene Black of the Federal 
Reserve Board said today it had 
recommended to President Roose- 
velt the taking over by the Govern- 
ment of all monetary gold. In a 
formal statement, Black added that 
the board “has felt that the Reserve 
banks should not be the beneficia- 
ries of the enhanced value placed 
upon their gold holdings by a pure- 
ly monetary policy of the Govern- 
ment.” 

“This position has been expressed 
to the President,” he added. 

The Governor made public a letter 
to the President dated Dec. 29, in 
which he urged congressional action 
to capture the huge Reserve Bank 
gold supply of $3,500,000,000 for the 
Government. 

“Following this letter,” Black said, 
“the President decided that the 
question of the transfer of the title 
to the system’s gold should be re- 
ferred to Congress’ for: determina- 
tion. I understand that the pro- 
posed bill is for this purpose.” 

The proposed legislation would re- 
place gold taken from the reserve 
banks by gold certificates, 

Black continued: “The security 
for the gold certificates is main- 
tained by the Treasury in gold bul- 
lion.. Federal Reserve notes under 
the new bill, as under the old law, 
are the obligations of the Reserve 
Bank issuing them and of the Unit- 
ed States. ‘ 
Party leaders freely predict a 
tremendous vote of confidence in 
President Roosevelt’s monetary pro- 
gram. Senate minority leaders con- 
cede they will be able to muster 
not more than 27 votes in opposi- 
tion, including possibly five defec- 
tions by conservative members of 
the President’s own party. The 
huge Democratic majority in the 
House. assures approval by a 
large margin there, leaders say. 


Chairman Jones’ Statement on RFC 

Ending Gold Buying Abroad. 

The Reconstruction Corporation 
ceased its gold purchases abroad at 
noon yesterday. Jesse H. Jones, 
ihairman, in a statement, said: 

“Sales of Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation notes for gold has 
ceased, except that certificates of 
mints or assay offices issued prior 
to midnight Jan. 15, 1934, for newly 
mined domestic gold, will be hon- 
ored by the Federal Reserve Bank 
for our account and sales of notes 
of the series of Feb. 1, 1934, for for- 
eign gold initiated prior to 12 
o’clock noon Jan. 15, will be com- 
pleted. 

“The Treasury will take over the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion gold under arrangements yet 
to be worked out.”

SENATOR THOMAS 
VIEW OF GOLD STEP 


‘Should Result in Restoration 
of. Pay Cuts—Cheapening of 
Dollar 80 Pct. Completed.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Senator 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, ‘says the 
administration’s new monetary 
steps “promise definitely that we 
will have many new dollars in circu- 
lation, which means more plentiful 
dollars, thereby. cheaper dollars, and 
such a program means an automat- 
ic and positive increase in commod- 
ity and property values.” 

In a statement, the man who of: 
fered the wide permissive inflation 
amendent to the farm bill last ses- 
sion, and which is now law, added 
the new program “should resu.t in 
the full restoration of the cut in 
Federal salaries, and, likewise, in 
the restoration of cuts in salaries 
in industry and commerce.” 

He said the owners of bank de- 
posits and of fixed investments, 
such as bonds, notes and mortgages, 
“will suffer only slight loss through 
the decreased buying power of the 
dollar, yet such adjustment will, in 
my opinion, result in restoring .sal- 
aries and wages to the price level in 
existence during 1926.’ 

Thomas added: ‘“‘The changes in 
prospect will comg gradually and 
will probably not be as marked in 
the future as they have been during 
the past few months, Although the 
dollar has lost some 40 cents ot its 
buying power since the Congrese 
adjourned in June, yet no one has 
noticed any radical change in prices. 

“Under the policy outlined, only 
10 cents addditional is proposed to 
be taken from the dollar; hence the 
carrying out of such a program will 
not be perceptibly noticed. In other 
words, the process of cheapening 
the dollar is already 80 per cent 
completed, and, with the bird’s-eye 
picture of the adjustment before us, 
only a few additional steps are nec- 
essary, when we will have our mon- 
etary program practically adjusted.” 

Thomas said ._ Treasury profit 
from the taking over of all mone- 
tary gold would “go a long way to- 
ward meeting the existing deficit 
and providing funds for carrying on 
our public works program.”

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Obrock of St. Louis County were 
dismissed yesterday by the State 
Board of Health, with the comment 
that he seemed to pave displayed 
average competency. 

The board, however, detailed the 
exceptional scientific requirements 
of the position in so populous a 
county so nearly surrounding a 
large city, remarked that Dr. 
Obrock’s term has only a year and 
two months to run, and pointed out 
that although only the board 
could remove him from office 
before then, it could not appoint his 
successor. That would be the priv- 
ilege of the County Court, which 
brought the charges before the 
board after the Attorney-General 
had held the court without author- 
ity to act on them. 


Basis of Complaints. 


Charges were based on failure to 
administer Pasteur tfeatment to six 


-|} persons bitten by a rabid dog last 


Feb. 28. Two of them later died, 
and‘the treatment was then admin- 
istered hurriedlysto the other four, 
who testified against Obrock at the 
hearing five weeks ago at Clayton. 

Dr. Obrock based his refusal to 


|give the-preventive treatment on 


the report of a Jaboratory that it 
found no microscopic evidence of 
rabies in the dog’s brain but that 
this did not preclude its existence. 
A distinguished authority on the 
disease testified “anyone who know 
anything about rabies” would have 
considered the dog’s behavior as 
evidence of it, that an “ordinary” 
practitioner probably would accept 
the negative laboratory report, but 
one conversant with the disease 
would ngt-’nd that the question was 
whether an officer accepting re- 
sponsibility for the health of 200,- 
000 persons should be especially in- 
formed on communicable diseases 
or merely an “ordinary”. physician? 
Board Points Out “Wise” Course. 

The board commented in its de-| 
cision, which it handed -down after 
lawyers in the case failed to sub- 
mit briefs, that the “wise thing” 
for Dr. Obrock to do “in the face 
of the existing suspicious circum- 
stances” would have been to con- 
sult the medical director of the 
laboratory. It pointed out, how- 
ever’ that the Pasteur treatment 
was “not entirely devoid of dan- 
ger to the recipient,” and _ that, 
therefore, Dr. Obrock had grounds 
for avoiding ‘its use except where 
the possibility of infection with the 
disease demanded it. 

Although ruling that the evidence 
did not warrant Dr. Obrock’s dis- 
migsal from office, the board held 
that “his neglect to follow and keep 
in touch with the clinical aspects 
and final results in the cases which 
resulted fatally is just cause for 
censure.” —@ 

The board pointed out that tran- 
sients from West, North and South 
passed ‘through the county in en-, 
tering the city, that contacts of city 
and county population were con- 
stant, that there was constant in- 
terchange of food, milk and other 
commodities falling under the su- 
pervision of the health officer, that 
interdependent sewer systems were 
under way, and that the County 
Health Commissioner should have 
qualifications for “dealing with the 
very elaborate and widely ramify- 
ing Health Department of the City 
of St. Louis.” 

State Board’s Conclusions. 

Remarking that Dr. Obrock “has 
been criticised for his incompe- 
tency, for hié lack of background, 
for .his vacillating policy, etc., 
etc.,” the board pointed out, 
“in fairness,” that he had an “ex- 
tremely difficult position,” that in 
the change of administration in the 
County Court he had been forced to 
deal With two “entirely different 
viewpoints,” and that “he has dealt 
sympathetically and yet in rather a 
competent manner with the en- 
cephalitis sitdation.” 

“The citizens of St. Louis County 
and the City of St. Louis are vitally 
concerned in the appointment of a 
competent, well-trained health of- 
fcer in St. Louis County,” the board 
concluded.

agreed. 
“A Techn Loss.” 


Black also disclosed that later 
still; Deeds sold more of the stock, 
and recorded a “loss” on his income 
tax return of $59,900. 

“How could you have lost money 
on stock that Widn’t cost you a 
dime?” Black snapped. “That was 
the difference between what I got 
for the stock and its book value at 
the time I acquired it.” 

“But you lost nothing on it—every 
nickel you received for it was pure 
profit?” “It was a technical loss.” 

Although Deeds’ $40 had now 
made him more than $1,000,000, it 
was still working for him. Late in 
1929, he entered into a stock pool 
with F. P. KRentchler and others,

Astonishes Dr. Wynekoop 


Her Only Pang in “Incredible Recital’ Was 
When He Referred to Rheta’s Wedding 
Day, She Asserts.

CHICAGO, Jan. 16.—I1 am aston- 
ished at the amazing imagination 
of Assistant State’s Attorney 
Dougherty, who is prosecuting me 
on the charge of murdering my 
daughter-in-law, Rheta. 

I am astonished that he should 
be so careless with the truth. My 
conscience is clear, consequently I 
listened with equanimity. 

If thoughts were visible, how 
complex would seem the maze of 
mental messages I projected during 
the course of the State’s presenta- 
tion of “evidence” that I am a cold- 
blooded murderess. , 

I have been through varied ex- 
periences, and I faced this day de- 
termined to be cool, collected, quite 
myself, in fact. 7 

She Glances in Mirror. 

Before I was carried out; of the 
prison I glanced in the mirror for 
the first time in days. I wanted to 
note the effect of the heart seizure 
of late Saturday night.,. You know 
I really was fearful yesterday that 
I would not be fit to appear today. 
I suffered excruciating pain. 

Well, the mirror reflected my ab- 
solute paleness, which was height- 
ened by my jet black hat and black 
caracul coat. So I added a bit of 
color—a white, figured scarf. 

I made a strenuous and success- 
ful: effort of self-command. You 
know ‘he capacity of intense feel- 
ing is proportioned to the general 
intensity of the nature. 

There are persons, I know, who 
would have had an impulse to flee 
from the courtroom in the midst of 
the prosecutor’s effort to damn and 


doom me. An impulse to run from 
that place, to escape his words at 
any price—words that were meant 
to sear my soul. Fortunately, I am 
not. of an impulsive nature. 

Could Have Remained Away.

They knew, however, that I 
would not avail myself of this op- 
portunity. 

Who is more_ interested in the 
outcome of this case than myself? 
I shall face it all. . 

Only once in the course of the 
prosecutor’s incredible recital did I 
experience a pang. That was when 
he referred,to Rheta’s wedding day. 
That was one of the most joyful 
days: of my life, because I believed 
then that my son, Earle, had found 
at last that. which would make 
him happy. 

My imperturbability throughout 
the history of this case seems to 
have caused the prosecutor to give 
it a malignant significance. 

Mr. Dougherty referred to me al- 
ways without giving me my proper 
title of doctor. I was “she” to him. 
He made much of the fact that 
“she was calm” at this time, and 
“she was not excited” at that time. 
Thus the prosecutor sought to con- 
vince the jury that I was a cold- 
blooded killer. 

Does the prosecutor not know 
that all physicians are accustomed 
to “toning down” other people, and 
certainly are capable of toning our- 
selves?

On the Delmar bus line, west- 
bound busses will accept transfers 
from Delmar and Creve Coeur trol- 
leys at Kingsland, and from Clay- 
ton busses at Big Bend.

Officials of Small Cities 
Throughout State Studying 
the New Law.

Officials of St. Louis County 
towns and of other smaller cities 
throughout Missouri are studying 
provisions of the new State liquor 
control law relating to local op- 
tion on saloons. 

The law declares that licenses for 
sale of intoxicating liquor by the 
drink, except beer of not more than 
5 per cent alcoholic content, shall 
not be issued in cities, towns and 
villages of less than 20,000 popula- 
tion, excépt on vote of a majofity 
of the qualified voters of a munici- 


pality. There is a clause limiting 
local option to municipalities of 500 
or more population, as, smaller 
towns and unincorporated areas are 
prohibited from having’ saloons. 
Population is to be determined by 
the last Federal census before the 
election. 

A petition signed by one-fifth of 
the qualified voters of any munici- 
pality is required before local ay- 
thorities can call an election he 
whether the city shall permit or 
prohibit saloons. City officials 
shall determine the sufficiency of 
the petition “by the poll books of 
the last previous city election,” the 
law says. Voters qualified to vote 
for members of the Legislature are 
eligible to sign the petition. There 
is the possibility of a legal question 
as to exactly how the total number 
of qualified voters shall be deter- 
mined. 

Expense Borne by City. 

On filing of a petition, the Board 
of Aldermen, City Council or other 
officials would have to call the elec- 
tion within 40 days. Expense of 
the election would be borne by the 
city treasury. The law. provides 
that the election cannot be held on 


ja “general election day” or within 


60 days before or after a general 
election. Lawyers say there is some 
question as to whether the term 
“general election” refers only to the 
August primary and November elec- 
tion of State officers or includes 
municipal elections on local offi- 
cers. 

This is a question of concern to 
some St. Louis County suburbs con- 
sidering local option ections, 
which will have municipal /elections 
in April. If “general election” in- 
cludes municipal elections, \local op- 
tion elections in these communities 
cannot be held until June. The law 
requires publication of notice of the 
election in a local newspaper for 
four consecutive weeks, with the 
last insertion 10 days before the 
election. 

If no newspaper is published in 
the city, the notice may be pub- 
lished in a newspaper in the coun- 
ty. City officials may give such 
additional publicity to the e'ection 
as they deem proper. 

Four Years Between Votes. 

The question to be submitted, on 
which voters shall vote “yes” or 
“no,” is laid down as follows: “Shall 
intoxicating liquor, containing alco- 
hol in excess of 5 per cent by 
weight, be sold by the drink at re- 
tail for consumption on the prem- 
ises?” If a majority of the voters 
vote “yes,” saloons or their equiva- 
lent shall be licensed under local 
and state regulation. If the major- 
ity votes “no,” the city shall pub- 
lish notice to this effect in the 
Same newspaper for four consecu- 
tive weeks. In case of defeat of the 
proposal, it will be unlawful to sell 
liquor by the drink, except beer. 
Results of such an election are sub- 
ject to contest, the same as elec- 
tions of county officers, through 
suit of any qualified voter against 
the city. 

The question of local option can- 
not be submitted again for’ four

The report listed itself as de- 
signed to “aid the Senate in enact- 
ing any remedial legislation or in 
deciding any contests which might 
be instituted involving the right to 
a seat in the United States Senate.” 

Pointing out that Senator Huey 
P. Long’s organization had support- 
ed Overton, the report submitted 
by Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, termed it the dominant po- 
litical machine in the state. Then 
it proceeded into a general excori- 
ation of Louisiana political prac- 
tices. 

Criticism was made of the prac- 
tice of using “dummy” candidates, 
whereby factional candidates with- 
draw after naming election com- 
missioners who serve at'the polls 
and give their faction a controlling 
majority of election of officials. 

Only Results Important. 

Declaring there was lacking any 
system of recording’ accurately 
campaign collections and expendi- 
tures, the report said: 

“Such a practice is not in keeping 
with the conception of even low 
standard of ethics in politics or 
government.” 

“The situation in Louisiana as it 
relates to elections cannot b2 de- 
fended,” the report concluded. “The 
political organizations there play 
the political game according to the 
stindard that the result is the im- 
portant thing and the means of ob- 
taining it are secondary.” 

Senator Overton told reporters he 
was “very much gratified” at the 
report insofar as it “relates to me 


jindividually and to my nomination 


and election.” 

“The report completely absolves 
me from any wrongdoing, fraud, 
corruption or irregularity,” he said. 

A formal contest against the 
election of Senator Overton was 
filed with the Senate in the after- 
noon by the Women’s Committee of 
Louisiana.

Illustrating the need for investi- 
gation as conducted by social agen- 
cies in St. Louis, Stifel today told 
of the experience at Omaha last 
year, where a county relief depart- 
ment had been granting relief 
without adequate investigation. 
Private relief agencies offered to 
check the list, Stifel said, and 3582 
cases were given to them for inve3- 
tigation. | 

The agencies soon proved to the 
satisfaction of the relief depart- 
ment, he said, that 1586 of these 
families did not need relief or could 
be taken care of in other ways. 
This resulted in a saving of $7680 
a month, while the cost of investi- 
gation was but $240 a month. 

While the great majority of ap- 
plications for relief are made in 
good faith, Stifel said, some people 
ask for relief who do not need it, 
others ask who only think they need 
it, some need help, but not the kind 
they ask for, and others need far 
more than they ask for, 

In some cases, he said, families 
have resources of which they are 
not..aware, or can be trained in 
houvilehold budgeting to provide for 
themselves. One family which ap- 
plied for help, he said, was paying 
$5 a week, a quarter of its income, 
for industrial insurance. The social 
worker negotiated an insurance set- 
tlement in accordance with their 
actual needs for protection, and 
realized $600 for the family. A 
woman who had property in an- 
athér city was put in touch with 
agents who rented it for enough to 
keep her in funds, he said, and an- 
other woman, ill and destitute, was 
given transportation to the home of 
a relative in the country who was 
willing to provide for her.

Dillinger himself was reported to 
have trained his pistol on O'Malley, 
but Lefore he did so the officer had 
shot a weapon from the hands of 
Hamilton and had fired four bullets 
against Dillinger’s bulletproof vest. 

Police -were somewhat  handi- 
capped in their efforts through a 
fear of striking Walter Spencer, 
first vice-president, whom Dillinger 
forced to accompany him to the 
curb as a shield. Later Hamilton’s 
pistol was found where it had 
dropped from his hand. 

Eight bullets pierced O’Malley’s 
body, one passing through his heart. 
At his home, his widow was placed 
under a physician’s care. In addi- 
tion to her, he is survived by three 
daughters. 

The automobile used by the rob- 
bers carried Ohio License No. 
A-63163 and was identified by au- 
thorities as the one used in a sim- 
ilar robbery at Newcastle, Ind. 

Walter J. Riley, president of the 
bank, said the loss ‘was covered by 
insurance which was paid a few 
hours after the robbery. 

Yesterday’s appearance of the 
gang was the first since the men 
went jnto hiding several weeks ago, 
when Chicago police raided an 
apartment in search of them and 
killed three other criminals. 

Most of the members of the gang 
were recruited from the 10 desper- 
ate convicts, of whom six are still 
at large, who escaped from the In- 
diana penitentiary at Michigan City 
last fall and later freed Dillinger 
from the county jail at Lima, O. 

Since then the men have been 
victorious in every encounter with 
the police and have carried on a 
series of robberies in several states, 
including the holdup of the Peru 
(Ind.) police station, where they re- 
plenished their stock of arms. 

Dillinger was trapped in‘Chicago 
once, but escaped in a running 
fight. Later when Hamiltgqn was 
surprised in a Chicago garage by a 
Chicago policeman, he shot and 
killed him and fled, although his 
woman companion was arrested.

LOOT FOUND BURIED 


Money Taken in Springfield, 
Ill., Holdup Dug Up on St.° 
Louis County Farm. 


A satchel and cash box contain- 
ing about $1701.90 were dug up on a 
St. Louis County farm last night 
by detectives tracing the $5700 loot 
taken in a holdup of a Kresge 
chain store at Springfield, ITll., last 
Dec. 26. 

Three former convicts, Lawrente 
B. and Virgil F. Arens, brothers, 


1 | and Horace V. Crabtree, arrested 


a few days after the robbery, have 
been identified as the holdup men. 
Officers at the time of the arrests 


found $1702.50 in the brothers’ room 
in East St. Louis and received $800 
from Virgil Arens’ fiancee, who 
said he had given her the money. 

The package containing $1702.50 
was marked “fall money,” an un- 
derworld term for funds to be paid 
to bondsmen and lawyers in case 
of arrest. The young woman said 
the $800 was given her at various 
times as a nest egg for buying fur- 
niture next summer. A total of 
$4204.40 is, therefore, in the hands 
of police. 

Police learned of the money on 
the farm through prisoners at city 
jail with whom the former convicts 
had talked. The farm, about threes 
miles northwest of Ferguson, is that 
of an aunt and uncle of Crabtree. 
Detectives went there first two 
weeks ago and dug around the 
house, but found nothing. A week 
aga they went to the farm again. 
but snow covered the ground and 
they did not dig.

the poor man’s parlor.” His chief 
concrete suggestions were that the 
Excise Commissioner should have 
final authority, and should be re- 
quired to revoke a license for a 
third violation of the law; that 
licenses should be issued on six 
months’ probation; and that the 
fees be graduated from $300 down 
to $100, based on volume of busi- 
ness done, with a daily record of re- 
ceipts and with books subject to 
the inspection of ‘the Compre’ 
office, 

“With a check-up through rec- 
ords required from the wholesaler?” 
Mayor Dickmann asked. “A fine 
suggestion,” Daschel agreed. 


Saloonkeepers Heard. 

Heads of two rival organizations 
of saloon keepers, F. H. Braeckel 
of the State Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation of St. Louis, and Luke 
Baber of the Greater St. Louis 
Beer and Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, suggested, respectively, city 


llicense. fees of $300 and $250 for 


saloon keepers. MBraeckel was 
cheered when he said, “A $300 fee 
ig ample; when times get better, 
we will gladly pay more. Don’t 
put it all on the poor saloon man, 
and if you are going to charge him 
$300, charge the package seller at 
least $250.” He said a two-license 
system would be an invitation to 
buy the cheaper beer license, and 
“cheat” by selling hard liquor on the 
side, 

Baber complained of the mid- 
night :closing requirement in the 
State law, and asked if the city 
could not permit places to remain 
open from midnight to 2 a. m., sell- 
ing 5 per cent beer only. Nothing 
was found in the State law to per- 
mit this. 

G. P. Strelinger of the Crusaders 
presented a written argument for 
“the sane wets,” and, he added, the 
“sane drys.” He urged drastic 
regulations, divorcing of package 
from premise sale; tax low enough 
to discourage bootlegging; require- 
ment of a $2500 bond for law ob- 
servance; penalizing owners of real 
estate where the law is. violated; 
and unobstructed view of interiors 
from the street. 

Maj. Lambert Gives Views. 

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, mem- 
ber of the Police Board, stressed 
the authority of the Excise Com- 
missioner, whose rulings, he said, 


should not be subject to appeal. Al-. 


though State law puts the matter 
of Sunday and midnight closing be- 
yond the city’s power to change, he 
insisted it was “inequitable” to 
close the poor man’s saloon at 
hours when the rich man’s club 
could sell liquor. 

Mrs. Clifford W. Gaylord, who 
was State chairman of the Wom- 
en’s Organization for National 
Prohibition Reform, a repeal body, 
said there should be places for re- 
tail sale. The objection of women, 
she said, was to the saloon with its 
swinging doors, its treating and its 
secretive screens. “God help us if 
we have citizens who don’t care 
what others think of them,” she 
said. “Let the licensed places have 
transparent windows, not of painted 
or leaded glass, and extending 
down to the floor. And let no club 
be licensed to sell by the drink, 
unless it is a bona fide club, the 
property of which belongs to its 
members.” 

Mrs. Laura B. Edwards, active in 
the repeal movement, said the new 
ordinange should be held to “funda- 
mentals.” 

“Purpose Is Temperance.” 

Col. James W. Byrnes of the Asso- 
ciation Against Prohibition favored 
low license fees, saying high license |. 
would tempt to violations of law. 
“The purpose of all this is temper- 
ance,” Byrnes said. “If we are go- 
ing to trade in human frailty for 
revenue, let’s go the limit, and 
license prostitution, public lotteries, 
roulette and dog tracks. .But rev- 
enue is not the. first consideration 
—it is the last.” 

Advice trom a Veteran. 

L. F. Padberg, white-haired vet- 
eran of the saloon business, 47 years 
in a South Broadway saloon and 
grocery founded by his father, ad- 
dressed himself to the saloon men. 
“Sunday closing is in the State 
law,” he said, “and you v-1ll have to 
observe it if you don’t want pro 
hibition back. Don’t interrupt me, 
there—I listened to you. And the 
saloon business should be an ex- 


clusive business, not run in connec- | 


tion with a grocery or any other 
place. If a saloon and grocery are 
adjoining and under the same own- 
ership, there should be a solid wall 
between them. 

“No,” he said to a heckler, “there 
wasn’t a solid wall between the 
saloon and grocery of Padberg & 
Son, but it would have been better 
to have one. We're starting new 
now, and if we see a chance for 
improvements, we should make 
them. The number of saloons 
should be limited,” he went. on, 
“and there should be not more than 
one saloon for every 500 persons. 
The places should be open to pub- 
lic view, with no stalls.” 

“Barrel houses,” an interrupter 
said. “No,” said Padberg, “not bar- 
rel houses. Those were the places 
that sold the big ‘bus-driver’ drinks 
for a nickel, that were the ruina- 
tion of. the saloon bufiness. There 
should be only one license. That is 
best, both for revenue and for regu- 
lation.” 

Advocates the “Tavern.” 

William Sacks, downtown office 
building owner, used the word “tav- 
ern” in‘ preference to “salooh,” and 
urged the ideal of “temperance, but 
not the way that the prohibitionists 
use the word.” He said “improper 
females” should be kept out of the 
“taverns.” The license fee, he said, 
should be determined by deciding 
how many taverns the city wished 
to have, and how much revenue it 
desired from that source—divide tho 


latter figure by the former, and) 


the answer is the amount of li- 


cense. 

W. T. Collins, 3901 Magnolia ave- 
nue, was heard with mingled fee!- 
ings, mostly of disapproval, and his, 
oratorical address ended with no 
applause, after one man had tried 
to stop him by asking loudly, “Is 
this a minstrel show?’ Collins said 
he took part in Father Coffey’s anti 
wineroom crusade of 35 years ago. 
He told what winerooms were—sa- 
loon back rooms where young girl: 
were taken by men—and of the re 
sulting grief of mothers. The uudi. 
ence had about set him down as + 
prohibitionist, when he launched 
into a panegyric on beer as a health 
tonic. He was not a prohibitionist, 
he said, and he didn’t want to see 
the prohibitionists on top agati so 
let the saloon keepers be careful 

Catholic Union Man Heard. 

John —. Kaiser, appearing for the 
Catholic Union of Migsouri, offered 
suggestions for restricting musica! 
and entertainment features in sa- 
loons. He said the license fee should 
not be too high, but when asked by 
the Mayor to fix a figure, he said 
$400 oF $500. 

H. R. Speckart, representing the 
legislative committee -of the Retail 
Druggists’ Association, caused a 
turmoil by his suggestion that $10 
would be a “fair license fee” for 
druggists to pay. “Boloney,” “Sit 
down,” and other derisive cries 
stopped him in the midst of his ex- 
planation that the druggists sold 
not more than 24 cases of liquor a 
year. He meant the neighborhood 
druggists,\not the chain stores, he 
said. He offered testimony of Fea: 
eral prohibition officials that the 
druggists had conformed to the 
prohibition law more uniformly 
than. others, and had committed 
few violations, most of them only 
technical ones. The druggists’ 
State license to sell liquor will cost 
them $50, and Federal licenze $25. 

For Beer Only in His Cafe. 

W. L. McGinley, restaurant pro- 
prietor, said he and others would 
wish to sell 5 per cent beer, but not 
hard liquor, and that the two- 
license system would be fairest to 
them. “I need to sell beer,” he 
said, “but I don’t feel that I should 
have to go into the saloon business. 
I have a lot of young people as cus- 
tomers, and while I am not a moral 
guardian, I don’t care to sell them 
whisky.” 

T. J. McNamara, former president 
of the Building Trades Council, 
spoke for the “man in overalls,” 
the 5-and-10-cent drink customer. 
Most of his arguments were on 
matters covered by the State law, 
and out of reach of’ the city law- 
makers. 

Charles F. Quinn, 3537 Bingham 
avenue, former saloon keeper, 
urged that “we run our places ac- 
cording to law.” Another former 
saloon man was attempting to 
speak when the meeting dispersed. 

Alderman O’Toole, chairman of 
the Public Safety Committee, which 
will handle the bill when presented, 
said, in response to several re- 
quests, that the committee would 
hold a hearing after receiving the 
bill. Counselor Hay said an ordi- 
nance might be drafted in time for 
introduction at Friday’s meeting.

“And we have been ashamed to 
be moved by beauty. I think it is 
time for us to appreciate beauty 
unashamed. Knowing it, loving it, 
can make us kind, compassionate, 
I think can even improve our man- 
ners a little, and they would stand 
a lot of it.

‘street. The Paramount was opened 


last Dec. 13, and the Vienna in May 
of last year. , 

The case which.was taken to 
court involved @ dance hall in the 
basement of the Westgate Hotel, 
Delmar boulevard and Kingshigh- 
way, the license of which was re- 
voked Dec. 22.. Three members of 
the orchestra Jater announced, they 
were taking over the management, 
and obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion, under which they operated for 
a week. 

The new proprietors, E. M. 
Stumpe, W. J. Cloony Jr. and Peter 
Mocca, failed to have the injunction 
declared permanent, and brought 
mandamus proceedings, heard yes- 
terday. ’ 

Stumpe admitted on the witness 
stand that there was a “dark sec- 
tion” in the hall, and that he did 
not approve of the methods of thé 
previous management. He con- 
tended he and his associates should 
not be blamed for what went on be- 
fore they took charge, and he 
promised to maintain a properly 
conducted establishment if licensed 
to operate. A dancer pone op she 
had earned about $20 a week at the 
hall, which employed 25 girls. 

Two investigators for the city 
testified to having visited the dance 
hall when it was conducted under a 
former management. They said 
they danced with girls in the dark 
section of the hall, and that most of 
the other pairs were dancing in the 
same section. An _ electric light 
button at the cashier’s desk could 
be readily turned on in the event of 
appearance of police, they said. 

Darst admitted there were about 
four other taxi-dance halls in the 
city. He said it was the policy of 
the department to investigate such 
places on receipt of complaints. As- 
sociate City Counselor.Louis A. Mc- 
Keown told the court that similar 
dance halls had been barred in Chi- 
cago, Detroit and Boston.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— The 
Reverend Charles E. Coughlin, De- 
troit priest, predicted today before 
the House Coinage Committee there 
would be a revolution unless Con- 
gress enacted the monetary legis- 
lation asked for yesterday by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Earlier, Frank A. Vanderlip, New 
York financier, who once headed 
the National City Bank, gave full 
support to the Roosevelt monetary 
proposals and advocated creation of 


a new Government agency with 
complete control over issuance of 
currency. 

Asserting that the President “Pre- 
fers preservation of human rights 
to financial tradition,” the priest 
added: 

“If Congréss refuses to follow 
through and give the President the 
slegislation he asks, I predict a 
revolution that will make the 
French Revolution look _- silly. 
“Gentlemen, it’s Roosevelt or ruin.” 

First Step Called Right One. 

He expressed no doubt that Con- 
gress would follow the President. 
“Our most beloved President,” the 
priest continued, “has seen fit to 
hold tightly to capital and yet rid 
capital of its major abuses. This 
is the firstAstep in the right direc- 
tion.” 

The statutory gold value of $20.67 
an ounce he described as a “bottle 
neck” through which the world 
tried to “force” trade and commerce 
—unsuccessfully. 

Testifying on the advisability of 
stabilizing the dollar on ‘a metallic 
base, Father Coughlin recalled 
American advances before 1929, and 
added: 

“We made tremendous progress, 
not because of the gold standard, 
but in spite of the gold standard.” 

On the Constitution. 

France, he said, already has gone 
through revaluation, like 35 of the 
37 nations that participated in the 
World War, because of debts. 

By fixing the gold value at $20.67" 
an ounce, he said, “we have been 
unconstitutional.” The Constitu- 
tion empowers Congress to “regu- 
late” and not to “fix” the value of 
gold, he contenced, saying: — 

“Our wonderful President has 
caught the meaning of that word 
regulate; he sees the need of mak- 
ing gold the servant of man and 
not man the serva * of money.” 

Vanderlip said revaiuation of the 
dollar was not enough t4 control 
prices, and recommended return to 
a “modernized gold standard.” 

Vanderlip said: 

“My own belief is that variation 
in the gold content of the dollar 
alone would not give sufficiently 
prompt and certain control over 
the price level and it would be far 
safer to make full use first of those 
other functions of a managed cur- 
rency—the rediscount rate, the open 
market operations and some par- 
ticipation in the foreign exchange 
market.” 

A “modernized gold standard” he 
defined as one in which all gold 
would be held by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and available only for the 
settlement of international trade 
balances. This is in line with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s recommendations 
to Congress yesterday. | 

Central Financial Agency. 

“Congress,” Vanderlip said, 
“should create a Federal financial 
mechanism which would have in 
part the functions of a central bank, 
but as it would have neither fixed 
capital nor the right to receive de- 
posits from any source the’ word 
‘bank’ is not applicable. I shall call 
it the Federal Finance Authority.” 

This Government organization, he 
continued, should be run by seven 
trustees appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate, anc 
possibly by the House Banking 
Committee. Three of these would 
be selected from a list proposed by 
governors of the 12 Federal Reserve 
banks, : 

“The power to issue,” he said, 
“should be taken away from the 
Federal Reserve banks, and, desir- 
ably, from national banks and the 
aim should be ultimately to coasol- 
idate all forms of circulating money 
into one type of currency issued by 
this authority.” 

Rediscount Powers. 

Federal Reserve banks, he assert- 
ed, should continue to have redis- 
count powers, which should extend 
also to the new Federal agency.

The big four-ton plane caught 
fire while battling a violent wind

«rash a week ago. . 

The Emeraude exploded when the 
pilot tried t~ land on an open field 
a mile north of here and 175 miles 
southeast of Paris. The 10 helpless 
occupants were imprisoned in the 
cabin. ; 

The plane and the passengers 
were burned before villagers were 
able to approach because of the 
intense heat. 

Firemen tried to extinguish the 
flames, but water had no effect 
on the large gasoline tanks. Pic- 
tures of Indo-China and a few of 
Pasquier’s papers were found be- 
side the wreckage. 

The Emeraude was on its first 
long trip, for which Air Minister 
Pierre Cot sent Chaumie and two 
aides. 

Trial Flight Perfect. 

The plane was christened in 
June, 1933, and made _ round-trip 
trial flights from Paris to Algiers 
and Paris to Dakar. Its _ per- 
formance on those trips was per- 
fect. 

The catastrophe marred the tri- 
umphal arrival at Le Bourget Field 
of the “Black Squadron” of 28 
French planes from a good-will tour 
to Africa.

The plane was first sighted fly- 
ing low with flames licking the 
sides. While the craft apparently 
was seeking a I..nding place it sud- 
denly dropped. The flames, whipped 
by a high wind, completely de- 
stroyed it. \ 

An Eye-Witness Account. 

Mayor Naudin of Corbigny, him- 
self an aviator, and a witness of the 
crash, said “the plane skimmed the 
trees and seemed to be seeking a 
landing place in a howling wind. 

“It suddenly seemed to me that 
a wing snapped. The plane reared, 
shook and then plunged. to the 
ground like an arrow. — 

“It had ‘scarcely touched the 
earth when a terrific explosion 
took place. The plane was torn 
into a thousand pieces. .So heavy 
was the explosion.that the cockpit 
was hurled 150 feet. 

“Just before the crash the pilot 
made a supreme effort to save the 
ship. _He gave it full gas, trying to 
lift the plane, but failed and the 
plane hurtled to the ground at full 
speed.” 3 
‘Reported Fighting Storm. 

The bodies were taken to the Cor- 
bigny City Hall. 

Pasquier, who was: 60 years old, 
was named Governor-General of 
French Indo-China in 1928. He was 
known as a “terror to Commu- 
nists” and put down an Annamite 
rebellion in 1930. His wife and son 
awaited him at Le Bourget Field. 

The plane left Marseilles at 3:10 

p. m. for Le Bourget on the last 
stage of a long flight from the Ori- 
ent. It left Le Bourget Dec. 21 
with the Air Ministry officials 
aboard and started its return to 
France Jan. 5. 
An hour after leaving Lyon the 
wireless operator sent a message 
that the plane, at 6:10 p. m., was 
battling “a tempest and snow.”

After Four Years of Idleness. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: \ ' 
AY I present the views of a man 
who has been unemployed for the 

best part of four years? In that time I 

have lived a life of hell and privation in 

a land of plenty, but I did not have ac- 

céss to that plenty because it was con- 
trolled by a self-appointed few, to the 
detriment of the many. In the past four 
years I have lost my home, cashed in my 

‘insurance, practically been denied the 
tcsesa right ‘to work to support. my 
wife and family, and have been evicted 
four times because of my inability to ob- 
tain work. 

God knows how many times my case 
can be multiplied all over the country. 
At one time it was estimated that there 
were in excess of 12,000,000 unemployed. 

Now, here is my argument: In the 
past four years, my household and our 
personal effects have depreciated to a 
point where, if I was in a position to 
do it, I could spend or obligate myself 
for at least $1000 and not fill all our 
needs, let alone oyr wants. Multiply my 
needs by the number of unemployed, 
then add to that the number of people 
who have been employed, but due to con- 
ditions have been afraid to spend as they 
would have liked to, because of the un- 
certainty of their positions or jobs. 

Over-production has been blamed for a 
lot of our misfortune, but I believe un- 
der-consumption has more to do with it 
than anything else. I believe that if our 
industrialists will forget their lost for- 
eign markets and abnormal profits and 
center their efforts to getting our own 
people back to work at a wage whereby 
we can purchase what we produce, we 
will gradually win our way to a position 
of stability and saneness. 

But mark this, you industrialists, pros- 
perity will not be attained by paying 
25 to 40 cents per hour wages. Wages 
of that kind will not purchase mechanical 
refrigeration, air conditioning or a host 
of other things that are considered luxu- 
ries today, but which will be staples to- 
morrow. Of what use is it to invent and 
manufacture things that make life more 
worth while and make it almost impossi- 
ble for the masses to buy those things? 

I am past 50 years old, but I hope to see 
the day when the lowest wage paid for 
man’s labor shall not be less than $150 
per month, based on a six-hour day and 
five-day week. I also would like to see 
the time when no man, no matter what 
his position, shall be permitted to draw 
a salary greater than that of the Presi- 
dent, because after all the President's po- 
sition is the biggest position in the coun- 
try. 

We must exercise the greatest care 

‘and vigilance as to the kind of man we 
elect to that great office. We have one 
of the greatest men in our history in the 
White House now. May we in the future 
send men to the White House who will 
administer the affairs of the nation for 
the benefit of all, instead of the special 
privilege of a few as was done for 12 


years prior to the Franklin Roosevelt ad-,

Mussolini and Political Liberty. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
oe MISSOURIAN Who Was Shown” 

draws one correct inference from 
the letter I wrote about Mussolini’s ar- 
ticle on Fascism and then proceeds com- 
pletely to beg the question. True, I have 
never seen Italy—I have never got so 
close to the woods I could not see them 
for the trees. 

My letter did not treat the internal af- 

_fairs of Italy in any manner. Further, it 
should be clear that one holding the 
views I expressed would not like Fas- 
cism if Mussolini had paved the streets 
of Rome with gold and had clothed the 
erstwhile beggars of Italy in silks and 
satins. 

To one who loves liberty and freedom 
sincerely, fervently and with personal de- 
votion, and not merely with lip-service, 
a nation of well-fed and contented slaves 
is abhorrent. If we accept the tenets of 
Fascism, we break faith with the mar- 
tyred Matteotti, the embattled Mazzini 
and Garibaldi; the inspired and immortal 
oratory of Patrick Henry and Wendell 
Phillips becomes mere rhetorical! fustian; 
all the unsung heroes who have died for 
freedom anywhere in the world have 
died in vain. 

‘The writer looks with favor and sym- 
pathy upon the economic experiment in 
Russia. If he felt that the dictatorship 
there, with its suppression of free speech 
and free press, were not to pass when the 
necessity of the moment would allow, he 
would disavow and condemn the Bol- 
sheviks and all their works. 

Political liberty, where it exists, has 
been dearly won. Its benefits, largely 
nullified by the industrial autocracy, are 
not so poor that they should be lightly 
bartered for a mere existence in a craven, 
subservient helotry. PLEBE. 
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The Roosevelt administration’s monetary policy 
has occasioned more controversy and confusion than 
any other measure in the recovery program. Such 
a consequence was inevitable. 

They may tell us that money is the medium of 
exchange, but that defigition leaves most of us cold. 
Money has a mystic quality that stirs the emotions 
of us all, all the way through life. The love of it, 
so the Greeks were informed by Sophocles, is the 
root of evil, an injunction that has swung repeti- 
tiously down the ages, and is intoned as solemnly in 
A. D. 1934 as in the original pronouncement. 

Ever since the United States went off the gold 
standard and the President undertook the hazard- 
ous job of managing the currency, the country has 
been in something of a daze. The prophets of woe 
have been in full cry, but it may be remarked that 
the disaster we were going to bump into has not 
yet been encountered. One criticism that has en- 
gaged public attention has been the statement that, 
as long as the dollar bobbed about in uncertainty, 
credit was in effect marooned, industry did not dare 


jto assume large obligations and economie recovery 


in a substantial sense was not in the cards, 

Business has been saying it could not go any- 
where on a variable, volatile dollar. It has been 
insisting that the dollar’s value be fixed. Public 
opinion has, we believe, seconded that insistence. The 
possibility of inflation that might get out of hana 
has cast a shadow over the scene. 

The President's message to Congress yesterday 
measurably answers the demand of business for a 
dollar of fixed value. Under the present law, the 
President is authorized to reduce the gold content 
of the dollar by as much as 50 per cent. That power 
has not been exercised in fact, but, practically, the 
same effect has been achieved by decreeing a higher 
price for gold than the statutory price of $20.67 
per ounce. Now the President asks that the maxi- 
mum value of the dollar be placed at 60 per cent 
of its previous status. As we understand it, then, 
the dollar is to be established at some point between 
50 and 60 per cent of its former value. That may 
not be an explicit commitment, but it is, it seems 
to us, a reasonable inference. That, of course, is 
inflation, but not runaway inflation. It is controlled 
inflation. 

Of equal importance is the President’s request for 
specific authority to take over all the monetary gold 
in the country, paying for the same with gold certifi- 
cates and holding the metal in the Treasury in the 
form of bullion. In.that proposal, as everyone un- 
derstands, the Government {s looking principally at 
the gold in the Federal Resérve Banks, which 
amounts to some $3,600,000,000. The reason is ob- 
vious and is frankly stated. With the Government 
in possession of this gold, the profits from reducing 
the gold content of the dollar will atcrue to the Gov- 
ernment. Public opinion will, we feel sure, indorse 
that as the logical procedure. To enrich private in- 
terests or individuals by a governmental action con- 
ceived and carried through for the general welfare 
were unthinkable. The profit to the Government, in 
the proposed action, will amount to $4,200,000,000 on 
a 50 per cent devaluation; on a 60 per epat dollar, 
to $3,400,000,000. ’ 

Those are major figures in any circumstances. 

From the accruing profit, the President proposes 
the creation of a fund of two billion dollars “for such 
purchases and sales of gold, foreign exchange and 
Government securities as the regulation of the cur- 
rency, the maintenance of the credit of the Govern- 
ment and the general welfare of the United States 
may require.” That fund will be free to protect the 
Government bond market from raids and to assure 
the stability of Federal credit. 

The President insists that “our national currency 
must be maintained as a sound currency,” with 
as constant a standard of purchasing power as is 
practicable. He states as a principle “the inherent 
right of the Government to issue currency and to 
be the sole custodian and owner of the base or re- 
serve of precious metals underlying that curregcy.” 

Those are the ends sought by the administration’s 
monetary policy. They are a “consummation de- 
voutly to be wished.”

Fifi might sound like a pretty swell name 
to non-fanciers, but that was reserved for an alley 
cat of unknown pedigree, ‘which, by the way, won 
first prize in its group. A sprig of catnip to that 
conquering plebeian among the aristocracy! 
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AN OPPORTUNITY FOR PUBLIC SERVICE. 

It has been 'the practice in recent years for the St. 
Louis Bar Association and the St. Louis Medical 
Society to make recommendations to voters of can- 
didates for offices requiring skill in the law and in 
medicine. Such recommendations are followed by 
increasing thousands of voters, who are without 
other means of discovering the qualifications and 
standing of the various candidates. : 

The scandalous special session of the Missouri Leg- 
isjature makes it highly advisable for voters to have 
some similar system applied to candidates for the 
Legislature. In Chicago and, no doubt, in other 
cities, is a voters’ league which informs citizens of 
the records of aldermanic candidates and other city 
officials, and makes recommendations. It seems to 
us that some such organization might well be or- 
ganized in Missouri. It could be made an invaluable 
aid to good government. 

As the situation stands, most citizens, even those 
who are generally well informed, know little about 
candidates for the Legislature. A slate is usually 
made up by the political parties, and in presidential 
years it stands or falls by the success or failure of 
the head of the ticket, the candidate for President. 
Most citizens do not know the names of their own 
representatives in the Legislature, and even do not 
know what districts they live in.

MOTOR PROGRESS ON DISPLAY. 

This is Auto Show week in St. Louis. The car of 
1934 is making its formal debut in an atmosphere 
as tensely anticipatory as that of a dramatic first 
night. Before the black-and-gold backgrounds’ of 
the Mart Building, the hope and confidence of the 
manufacturers have assumed concrete form in a glit- 
tering display of sleek lines, shining steel and glass 


comfort. @ i 

A radical change in motor car shapes has been 
predicted for years by the aerodynamic engineers. 
It has taken the industry a long time to evolve its 
body lines from its starting point, the motorized 
buggy, toward its logical ideal of the raindrop’s 
shape. This year, the longest step between auto 
shows toward this ideal is on view. Blunt noses and 
oblong bodies have given way to graceful curves ‘and 
ellipsoid forms. Some models have advanced further 
than others toward the engineer’s dream of aero- 
dynamic perfection, but all show sweeping lines and 
curving designs that reduce air resistance, bring 
higher speed and conserve fuel. 

The second most noticeable innovation is the ar- 
rival of independent wheel suspension. The devel- 
opment will do much to smooth the bumps in the 
road, to provide greater riding comfort and safety. 
The problem of battery failure is attacked in the 
new models by the use of generators with higher 
charging rates. Another addition to saféty and com- 
fort is the use of a strengthened frame and unified 
body. Other notable features are higher horsepower, 
greater compression ratio, better steering apparatus, 
added braking efficiency, roomier bodies, wider use 
of automatic controls. 

On what it has to offer the buyer, the industry 
largely depends for quantity sales of its product. A 
great deal of the country’s hope for recovery depends 
upon the success of this industry's efforts, for the 
motor makers are among our largest users of many 
basic products. They are the heaviest purchasers of 
rubber, alloy steel and malleable iron, mohair, up- 
holstery leather, plate glass, nickel and lead. In 
1933, they used 14 per cent of the country’s hard- 
wood output, 11 per cent of its copper, 25 per cent 
of its aluminum. Motor vehicles consumed 85 per 
cent of the gasoline, or 13,440,000,000 gallons, and 59 
per cent of the lubricants, or 399,000,000 gallons. 
Their manufacture gives employment normally to 
10 per cent.of all industrial workers in the country. 


TTaxes on motor vehicles and fuels last year yielded 


a total of $1,170,000,000, or 11 per cent of all Federal, 
state and local revenue. 

The hopes of the industry also are placed on the 
need for replacements in its field. The total regis- 


itration of motor vehicles.in the country ‘is 24,138,879, 


as of Jan. 1. Of these, half are more than five years 


old; a third are more than seven years old. One 


manufacturer is authority for the statement that if 
all these “prospects” entered the market at once, 
the motor plants of the country would haye to work 
at full production for two years to fill the demand. 

The results of the lessened demand for new cars 
during the darkest years of the depression are shown 
in production figures. The industry has passed its 
apparent lowest point, 1932. In that year, only 
1,431,494 cars and trucks were produced, the lowest 
figure since 1918, Last year’s output was 2,048,000 
units, an increase of 43 per cent over 1932. With 
the general recovery of business now in progress, and 
the wider diffusion of purchasing power among the 
workers, the motor industry sees a vast field for 
progress opening before it. 

The success of motordom’s: hope for 1934 will not 
yield its fruits to the manufacturers, workers, deal- 
ers and salesmen alone. It will spread its bounty 
‘throughout the people of the country as a whole. As 
the industry’s prosperity is a contributing cause to 
that of the nation, it is also a true index to the coun- 
try’s condition. Revival is reflected accurately in the 
upward curve of sales figures. The industry this 
year is doing its utmost to merit such a trend -by the 
quality and caliber of its new offerings. 
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EXTENDING THE STOCK EXCHANGE LINGO.

A STRIKING CONTRAST. 

If it seems a long time since Truman H. Newberry 
of Michigan resigned his seat in the Senate to close 
his unhappy slush fund case, it is because so much 
has happened since then in American politics. In 
reality, it has been only a little more than a decade. 
Yet the way in which the Senate membership has 
been transformed in that brief span is one of the 
striking exhibits of our political history. The pres- 
ent Senate, differing slightly from that of the spe- 
cial session, is another reminder of this fact.

To take this 
vote as meaning that there should still be about 
equal numbers of Newberry and anti-Newberry Sen- 
ators in office, with the advantage: favoring the 
former, would be to make a bad guess. Fifteen Sen- 
ators who voted to bar the Michigan man are still in 
office—Senators Borah, Capper, Norris, Ashurst, 
Fletcher, Glass, Harrison, King, McKellar, Pittman, 
Robinson of Arkansas, Norbeck, Sheppard, Trammell 
and Walsh. Only three of the 46 who voted to ad 
mit him retain their seats. They are Senators Hale 
of Maine, Keyes of New Hampshire and McNary of 
Oregon. Obviously other factors entered into the 
retirement of Newberry Senators. Granting this 
does not take away in the least from the impressive 
contrast between the proportions, 46—41 and 3—15.

The Reconstruction of Money 


HE President’s proposals contain so 

many technical implications that I do 

not feel able to discuss them after hav- 
ing had only a few’ hours to think about 
them. Offhand, it would appear, however, 
that what he has done is to keep himself 
uncommitted as to a permanent solution of 
the monetary problem, while taking two 
definite measures for the immediate man- 
agement of the dollar. 

The first of these measures aims at a 
tentative stabilization of the dollar within 
wide limits—between 50 and 60 cents gold. 
The second establishes an equalization fund 
to keep the dollar within those limits by 
buying and selling gold and foreign ex- 
change. This fund is to come from the 
capture of the gold profits of the Federal 
Reserve System and the Treasury. The 
profit arises from the fact that the official 
price of gold is raised from about $20 an 
ounce to at least $34 an ounce. 

The decision to use this fund from the 
gold profit primarily as an equalization 
fund, and not as a whole, at any rate, to 
finance the deficit, is in itself very impor- 
tant. If I interpret it correctly, this de- 
cision means that the President is not letting 
this great fund: of three to four billions 
find its way into the banking system, where 
ii would swell excess reserves to a point at 
which credit ee be difficult if 
not impossible to control. 

So it may bé_ be said that the President 
is proceeding on the principle of keeping the 
dollar under control; externally by means of 
an equalization fund, internally by keeping 
the excess reserves of the banking system 
in a form and within limts where credit can 
be managed by the normal methods of 
credit expansion and contraction. 
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All of this, as the President makes clear, 
is only a step, and a tentative step at that, 
toward “an ultimate world-wide solution.” 
That solution is not yet in sight. It may be 
useful, however, to attempt to state the 
nature of the problem which calls for solu- 
tion. 

The practical difficulties of restoring the 
international gold standard, and the dangers 
of restoring it in its old form, are perhaps 
not fully appreciated among those who look 
upon themselves as the guardians of sound 
money. Yet we have just witnessed the 
breakdown of that standard less than three 
years after it had been re-established, and 


it is difficult to see how responsible states- 


men and financiers can advocate a second 
restoration until and unless they are reason- 
ably certain that the causes of the recent 
breakdown have been cured. ; 

It is probably more difficult to restore the 
international gold standard today than it 
was in 1925. For since that time, the bulk 


of the world’s monetary gold has been -ac- | 


cumulated and sterilized in three countries. 
There are about 23,000 tons of gold in the 
world, and about 18,000 of them are held in 
the United States, France and Great Britain. 
Obviously, these three great gold-holding 
countries have got somehow to redistribute 
their gold if there is to be an international 
gold standard. 3 

How is this to be done? How are Japan 
and Germany and Central Europe and South 
America and Australia and India to get 
enough of this gold to set up true gold cur- 


rencies with gold reserves? Obviously no 
one in France, England and America is go- 
ing to present the Japanese and the Ger- 
mans and the Argentinians and all the rest 
of them with their fair share of the world’s 
small stock! of gold. Nowhere does devotion 
to the gold standard go to the length of 
contemplating free gifts of gold to countries 
which lack it. 

But if the gold is not given away, then 
those who lack gold must borrow it or must 
buy it. But who in London, Paris or New 
York wants to lend gold to countries that 
lack it? The reason they have lost their 
gold is that they already owe more than 
they can pay. The only other way they 
could get gold is by exporting more goods 
than they import. They could do this by 
depreciating their currencies. But this would 
méan that Britain, France and the United 
States would have to stand by and let their 
foreign trade be undercut by the debtor 
countries and their home markets flooded 
by cheap imports. ‘ 

Political human nature will not stand that. 
Therefore, the gold which is now cornered 
in these countries cannot be redistributed 
as a gift, it cannot be borrowed or bought 
by the debtor countries, except by threaten- 
ing the trade of the creditor countries. 
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Some observers, notably L. L. B. Angas, 
in his extraordinarily interesting pamphlet 
on “The Coming Collapse in Gold,” have 
concluded that the practical difficulties of 
redistributing gold, and of keeping it dis- 
tributed, are insuperable. They prophesy 
the abandonment of gold and advocate the 
continuation permanently of what now ex- 
ists in three-quarters of the commercial 
world, that is, managed paper currencies. 

This is a conclusion which most men will 
be extremely reluctant t accept. The Presi- 
dent has made it clear in his message that 
he does not accept it. For while it is indis- 
putable that all modern eurrencies are, and 
necessarily must be, managed, it seems ex- 
tremeiy dangerous, in view of the limita- 
tions of human wisdom and disinterested- 
ness, not to have some metallic méasure 
which restricts somewhat the discretion of 
those who manage moriey. 

But anyone who is conservative enough to 
desire a metallic control of money must be 
bold enough to recognize that gold as it is 
now distributed, and the gold standard as 
operated since the war, offer no hope what- 
ever. The basic reason is that, while the 
gold standard controls national “currencies, 
this control is tolerable only if the gold 
standard itself is wisely: and effectively 
managed. 

Before the war, the single gold standard 
worked well from about 1896 to 1914. That 
was its best period. In that time there was 


~@ plentiful supply of new gold and the gold 


standard was well managed from London. 
Since the war, nobody has managed the gold 
standard effectively or well, and there has 
been no great supply of new gold. The 
upshot is that most of the world is off the 
gold standard, and most of the gold of the 
world lies sterile in Paris, New York and 
London. 

The restoration of an international metal- 
Hie stan would, therefore, seem to re- 
quire two things. One is the breaking of 
what has been called the corner in gold, 
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this is the ground we have immedia' 


that is to say, a deliberate reduction of the 
value of gold so that those who have cor 
nered it and hoarded it will wish to sell it 
and so get it distributed. The other is the 
establishment of a method of holding the 
lowered value of gold steady so that nations 
returning to gold will not thereafter be sub 
jected to violent deflations or inflations. 

The real question for ail monetary con 
servatives, among whom the President must 
clearly be included—for all who want metal 
lic money and not completely managed pe 
per money—is this: By what device can 
gold be made less valuable, and its value 
then stabilized? For until gold itself is 
stabilized, no one who understands this 
question ‘Will wish to stabilize the dollar 
permanently on gold. 

Weli, what is it that gives gold its value? 
Its beauty? In some measure. But there 
are more beautiful metals than gold. Its 
utility? It is not very useful. The chief 
reason gold is so valuable is that in all the 
civilized countries of the West it can always 
be sold at a fixed price. 

When the mints are open, nobody need 
fear that he cannot sell his gold. In other 
words, the greatest value of gold is due to 
the fact that it is legal money, at a statutory 
price for a fixed ‘quantity. This makes it 
a@ universal means of storing wealth. With- 
out that, were gold demonetized as silver 


has been in the West, its value would fall tog 


what people would pay for it to fill their 
teeth and to make jewelry and other indus 
trial products. 

s * ° 

If we do not wish to demonetize gold, but 
do wish to reduce its value and then regu 
late its value, it follows that we must do 
something to its monetary position. For 
is its monetary position that gives gold "'s 
chief. value by creating an unlimited dé 
mand. Now to reduce the value of any 
thing, you have either to reduce the demand 
or increage the supply. To regulate its value 
you have to control effectively either the 
demand or the supply. But it is impossible 
to do very much about the demand, though 
some of the reformers think they can 40 
something. The President seems to share 
their view in that he proposes to stop ¢™ 
tirély the circulation of gold coins. This 
reduces demand, no doubt, but it does not 
control demand. 

But the supply it may be possible to co® 
trol because it is such a small supply. TH 
two possible ways of controlling it are (}) 
by varying the gold content of currenciés 
in each country; (2) by re-establishing 5* 
ver and treating it by law as an equivalent 
for gold. The first method is purely ™* 
tional. It would adjust the dollar to co™ 
pensate for changes in the value of Rw 
The second method is internationa' a 
would adjust gold by compensating with 
silyer for changes in its value.

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that is to say, a deliberate reduction of the 
value of gold so-that those who have core 
nered it and hoarded it will wish to sell it 
and so get it distributed. The other is the 
establishment of a method of holding the 
lowered value of gold steady so that nations 
returning to cold will not thereafter be sub 
jected to violent deflations or inflations. 

The real question for ail monetary cone 
sérvatives, among whom the President must 
clearly be included—for all who want metal- 
| lic money and not completely managed pa 
per money—is this: By what device can 
gold be made less valuable, and its value 
then stabilized? For until gold itself is 
Stabilized, no one who understands this 
question wWill wish to stabilize the dollar 
permanently on gold. 

Weli, what is it that gives gold its value? 
Its beauty? In some measure. But there 
are more beautiful metals than gold. Its 
utility? It is not very useful. The chief 
reason gold is so valuable is that in all the 
civilized countries of the West it can always 
be sold at a fixed price. 

When the mints are open, nobody need 
fear that he cannot sell his gold. In other 
words, the greatest value of gold is due to 
the fact that it is legal money, at a statutory 
price for a fixed quantity. This makes it_ 
& universal means of storing wealth, With- 
out that, were gold demonetized as silver 
has been in the West, its value would fall to 
what people would pay for it to fill their 
teeth and to make jewelry and other indus 
trial products. 

a . . 

If we do not wish to demonetize gold, but 
do wish to reduce its value and then regu- 
late its value, it follows that we must do 
something to its monetary position. For it 
is its monetary position that gives gold its 
chief value by creating an unlimited de- 
mand. Now to reduce the value of any- 
thing, you have either to reduce the demand 
or increase the supply. To regulate its value 
you have to control effectively either the 
demand or the supply. But it is impossible 
to do very much about the demand, though 
some of the reformers think they can 40 
something. The President seems to share 
their view in that he proposes to stop en 
tirely the circulation of gold-coins. This 
reduces demand, no doubt, but it does not 
control demand. : 

But the supply it may be possible to con- 
trol because it is such a small supply. The 
two possible ways of controlling it are (1) 
by varying the gold content of currencies 
in each country; (2) by re-establishing sil- 
ver and treating it by law as an equivalent 
for gold. The first method is purely n& 
tional. It would adjust the dollar to com- 
pensate-for changes in the value of gold. 
The second method is international. It 
would adjust gold by compensating . with 
Silver for changes in its value. 
The two methods are not exclusive. It # 
conceivable that the United States might 
take the lead in managing the value of 8°! 
by balancing it with silver in order to © 
tain reasonably stable international prices 
and also manage the dollar to govern the 
American price’ level in. relation to those 
international prices, 

I hope this does not open up vistas which 
are too alarming. My own conviction is that 
this is the ground we have immediately 
explore if we are still conservative enous 
in monetary matters to prefer hard money 
at the base of credit to absolute paper 
money, | . 

From the point of view of the reconstruc 
tion of a gold standard, those who are age 
ploring the possibilities of silver and of 4 
variable gold content are the true conservar 
tives, They alone are trying to find a middle 
road between the old gold standard, whic 
is now impossible to restore, and the paper 
money system, which is gaining gro 
rapidly in the world.

No Taxes. 


OTWITHSTANDING the bud- 
N get’s scary deficit.figures, there 

will be no new Federal tax 
levies on the little taxpayer at this 
session of Congress. The President 
has privately recommended such a 
course to the Democratic congres- 
sional leaders, and they are warmly 
with him. 

Here are two good reasons for 
the President’s action and the en- 
thusiasm it evoked on Capitol Hill: 

1. 1934 is a congressional election 
year, and new taxes are bad medi- 
cine for political rain-making. 


2. Despite the fearful appearance 
of the deficit, the Government’s fi- 
nances are not as bad as they ap- 
pear on the surface. The Treasury 
will obtain about $150,000,000 by 
stopping up loop-holes in the in- 
come tax law, by means of which 
such “higher bracket” personages 
as J. P. Morgan, Otto Kahn, Clar- 
ence Dillon and hundreds of others 
in the past found it unnecessary to 
pay millions that the Government 
hoped to collect. The $2 liquor tax 
will add, at least, another $400,- 
000,000. Improving business condi- 
tions, of which the President is con- 
fident, will further raise the ante. 

Government tax experts say pri- 
vately it is not improbable that this 
years Federal income will exceed 
that of 1933 by a billion dollars.

BEETHOVEN AND BACH 


Program Also Includes Three 
Chopin Numbers and 
Works by Debussy.

ERGEI RACHMANINOFF’S re-

@ successful essay in sustained 
but discreet romanticism. An af- 
fecting poetic quality, modified by 
a natural discrimination and re- 
straint, pervaded all the impor- 
tant numbers on his program. His 
technical resources were always 
used artistically, but were unmis- 
takably in evidence all the time. 


older generation with some of the 
young wizards who 
turned loose on the world since the 
war, it is often said that the latter 
have a@ manual skill that was un- 
dreamed of before their time. This 
generally means that the young 
wizards can play Chopin’s minute 
waltz in 30 seconds. Rachmaninoff 
makes no point of playing loud or 
fast, but one may doubt that any 
pianist, young or old, has any great- 
er suppleness of wrist or strength 
and co-ordination of fingers than 
he. Certainly his measured legato 
and the controlled dynamics_which 
are in evidence when he plays a 
rapid succession of chords or oc- 
taves never suffer for a split sec- 
ond from any lack or force or mu- 
sical quality. 

The most important number on 
the program was the Beethoven 
Sonata, Opus 31, No. 2, which was 
conveyed with a wealth of reflec- 
tive sentiment. One may quarrel 
with this interpretation on the 
ground that it was a little soft 
(figuratively not dynamically), but 
if his original premise is granted 
everything about it was logical. 
Moreover, the kind of emotion 
which was felt in all the move- 
ments is an indisputable derivation 
from the score. 

Regarding -his own arruugement 
of the Bach E Major Sonata for 
violin alone, one admits its effec- 
tiveness but wonders why he both- 
ered to do it. When a_ violinist 
makes an arrangement of a piano 
work he is excused on the ground 
of necessity, but no such compul- 
sion exists for the pianist. 

The prelude and gigue, having a 
considerable formal interest suf- 
fered least in the arrangement, but 
the gavote lost entirely its innocent 
and piquant character when heard 
through the added harmony and 
ccunterpoint.

VA LE GALLIENNE has beat- 
Fen the movies at what by all 

rights should have been their 
own game. With imagination, in- 
telligence and great charm she has 
brought to the stage all of “Alice 
in Wonderland” and “Through the 
Looking Glass” that may be got into 
two and a half hours. And with 
the limited technical resources of 
the theater she has far more nearly 
caught the essence of the immortal 
adventures than did the motion 
picture. 

The comparison is inevitable, not 
only because the movie version of 
“Alice” was in St. Louis recently, 
but because it illustrates so well 


what the stage can achieve with, 


intelligence and understanding and 
a little money and what the movies, 
for all the millions and the infinite 
technical tricks at their disposal, 
so often fail to achieve. 

Translating “Alice” into terms of 
the theater was obviously not an 
easy task. It required a sure un- 
derstanding of the intention of 
Lewis Carroll, an appreciation of 
the pure madness of much of the 
book and the discretion to add not 
a single line to the original dialogue. 
These things Miss Le Gallienne 
brought to the work both of adap- 
tation, with Florida Friebus, and of 
production in her Civic Repertory 
Theater in New York. 

While the production is some- 
times episodic, and inescapably so 
perhaps, it often achieves that diz- 
zy, dream-like quality, that air of 
complete and perfect unreality, in 
which the most improbable and il- 
logical events occur in swift and 
fascinating sequence. A great deal 
of the credit for this must go to 
Josephine Hutchinson, who brings 
to the part of “Alice” a childlike 
innocence, impetuousness and im- 
patience, and, what is more, sus- 
tains it through a -performance 
which is said, with every evidtnce of

Repeatedly the Tenniel drawings 
come to life. The tea party. with 
the Mad Hatter and the March 
Hare could hardly be improved 
upon and one wonders, since the 
drawings were after all done in 
black and white, how they knew 
what the colors of things were, for 
the colors are precisely right. The 
court scene is likewise perfect, mov- 
ing with the crazy tempo of the 
book. 

The technical problems, raised by 
the necessity of making Alice grow 
and shrink several feet in a few 
minutes, are solved by altering the 
proportions of things around her 
—tables and chairs grow, which, 
for the purpose of the theater, is 
the same thing as having Alice 
grow. Miss La Gallienne has drawn 
upon every resource, from puppetry 
to a wagon stage, to create the 
necessary illusions. The music of 
Richard Addinsell is a pleasant 
gloss that helps in the creation of 
illusion. Stylization of action is also 
successful in effecting transitions 
from one episode to another. 

It has been commonly said that 
“Alice,” being so entirely a work 
of imagination, could never be 
given even so much reality as the 
theater requires, and particularly 
it has been said that the young 
had best be allowed to form their 
own imaginative picture of the mar- 
velous creatures that live in 
Alice’s world. But here is disproof 
of that and stuff that may feed 
even the most vivid young imagi- 
nation.

— President 
Roosevelt’s plan to impound gold 
and revalue the dollar was viewed 
by Berlin newspapers as holding a 
threat for Germany. The Vossische 
Zeitung spoke of a “rubber dollar” 
that would bring economic unrest to 
the world. 

The Boersen Zeitung led a re- 
turn to the gold standard “partic- 
ularly pleasing from the German 
view.” 

The Morgenpost said efforts to 
raise prices by cutting the dollar’s, 
value failed, necessitating a change 
in President Roosevelt’s strategy. 
It added: “Germany will be par- 
ticularly handicapped in the ex- 
ports markets besause her curren- 
cy is stable, while America, through 
cheaper production costs, disturbs 
German business.”

HAT appears at first glance 
to be a chromium-plated flow- 
er basket with a huge ques- 
tion-mark half-handle from which 
dangles a frying-pan lid, proves, 
upon closer examination, to be a 
student’s lamp of the-~ reflector 
type. The light bulb nestles in the 


wardly extending upper edge of the 
main part of the lamp carries the 
illumination away from the work- 
er’s eyes, while the flat disc which 
seems to be a lid is adjustable so 
that it can reflect some of the light 
downward upon his desk. , 


The likeness of one’s beloved, or 
one’s favorite movie star, or even 
the beauty of an impersonal print, 
may be given the place of honor 
and illumined in a most effective 
manner by a novel lamp. A good- 
sized frame of chromium in an at- 
tractive modern design rests firmly 
on a base of the same material, and 
a downwardly reflecting hood, also 
of chromium, lights up the stand- 
ing picture. If one prefers bronze 
instead of chrome, this finish also 
is obtainable. 


A hollow metal hemisphere with 
a hat-like brim rests on a frosted 
glass globe supported by a slender 
base of metal, and thus a modern 
lamp is devised. The hat may be 
adjusted at any rakish angle want- 
ed and thus change the direction 
of the light diffused. Non-tarnish- 
able brass makes these lamps par- 
ticularly satisfactory, and one may 
choose from among several types of 
floor and desk. models. They are 
amusing in: appearance, too, with 
the frosted glass globe and shade 
looking so much like a head with a 
derby perched upon it. 


The Century of Progress architec- 
ture inspired a small desk lamp to 
have a metal base consisting of 
several inch-thick discs set one on 
top of each other in graduates sizes 
to give the tier effect. The shade 
is also metal and shaped somewhat 
like a mushroom, probabl to re- 
semble the innumerable ground 
lights at the exposition. The shade 
is attached to the light bulb of the 
lamp wit’. a spring clamp.

The Road to Long Life 


ODERN medical science, push- 
ing forward in its task, fre- 
quently verifies in the labora- 
tory and by larger experience the 
conclusions reached by physicians 
laboring centuries before. 

This is evident, for example, when 
we turn back medical history to the 
record left by a seventeenth century 
English physician named Tobias 
Veriner, who wrote a volume en- 
titled “The Right Road to a Long 
Life.” 

The final impression of this vol- 
ume, published in 1660, carries a 
likeness of the author at the age 
of 85 that indicates that he prac- 
ticed what he preached... 

Among other things, Dr. Venner 
advised certain diets which are 
curiously modern in character, for, 
rwithout knowing it, he recom- 
mended foods rich in vitamins and 
mineral substances and in all those 
elements which today we recognize 
as being so essential to good health. 


The modern reader could benefit 
by reading this work, for Dr. Ven- 
ner extols the virtues of lettuce, 
milk and egg yolk and even is mod- 
ern enough to recommend the use 
of bran for those who are costive. 


His quaint comments on cream 
and strawberries are worth repeat- 
ing. Cream he thought was “hurt- 
ful to them that be phlegmatic and 
to old men, but unto young men 
that have strong stomachs it is 
(especially in the hot seasons of 
the year) no less convenient than 
delightsome; and verily with straw- 
berries and sugar it is for them, for 
whom it is convenient, a very deli- 
cate and wholesome dish. 


“And whosoever be he that de 
lighteth to eat a dish of cream, let 
him not be parsimonious of sugar, 
for that is the best correctory for 
it.”
